Operators and miners professed to 
diifer on the interpretation of the Wil­ 
son offer.

Wilson declared the time for end­ 
ing of tho present contract will have 
to be left for negotiations.

An industry which is a great source 
of revenue, not only to dozens of per­ 
sons lo whom they give employment 
the year around, but also to the great 
num ber of producers adjacent to the 
city, is 
the 
California 
Vegetable 
Union, having som ething in the vege­ 
table line to keep them going ail the 
time, although their help fluctuates. 
The local plant is stationed near the 
Santa. Fe depot and since Septem ber 
15, has worked full 
time, 
including 
Sundays, to keep up with 
the 
rush. 
It is one of the busiest places in the 
city and gives employment to a large I 
num ber of men. women and girls. The} 
payroll at the present time is $1,500 
per week, which is no small item in 
itself. 
The local plant is now working on 
tomatoes, they starting a 
couple 
of 
weeks late on account of 
the 
rains. 
They will 
work 
on 
tom atoes 
until 
frost puts most of tile group out of 
business, after which they will start 
on other vegetables such as cabbage, 
celery, lettuce 
and 
sweet potatoes. 
Owing to tile climate and the various 
crops which can he grown, the cia ut 
is enabled to run the year around. 
A plant of this kind means wonders 
to the city. 
It not only has a big pay­ 
roll, pays enormous am ounts to the 
grow er and insurer the grow er and 
nroducer a m arket for his product the 
year around. 
A few years ago. when there was 
a large crop of some one tiling, the 
price went down, us only so much of 
tho product could be disposed of, but 
mow the more tile grower can produce 
Hie better for everybody. 
His crop 
:s well paid for. the money is in cir­ 
culation 
and

throughout the nation, or the world 
for that n u tte r. 
Tom atoes can be turned out to order 
in the local plant.
